The  population  of  the  District  continues  to  increase  and  was  estimated 
to  number  36,080  in  mid-year  1965°  In  1945  the  recorded  figure  was  19,760c 
A  large  increase  is  noted  also  in  the  number  of  dwellings,  which  numbered 
5,760  in  1939  and  11,981  in  1965°  (During  the  war  years  the  dwellings 
total  was  not  recorded) « 

Live  births  in  1 965  totalled  837  and  exceeded  those  in  1964  by  47° 

Deaths  (all  ages)  numbered  336,  whereas  the  numbers  were  281  in  1964 
and  356  in  1963°  These  differences  are  largely  due  to  yearly  variations  in 
mortality  from  pneumonia,  bronchitis,  heart  disease  and  strokes c 

There  were  sixteen  infant  deaths,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
19.1  per  1,000  live  births  (England  and  'Wales  19-0).  This  rate  is  subject 
to  wide  fluctuation  from  year  to  year  in  a  comparatively  small  District. 

As  in  previous  years  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  blood  vessels,  malignant  new  growths,  pneumonia  and  bronchitis. 
Motor  vehicle  accidents  caused  the  death  of  eight  people,  of  whom  four  were 
youths  -  three  aged  16  and  one  aged  19°  Motor  cycles  were  the  vehicles 
involved  in  the  death  of  these  youths. 

One  fatal  accident  occurred  in  the  home.  This  involved  a  woman  aged 
83  who  died  from  the  effects  of  a  fall. 

With  the  exception  of  measles,  comparatively  few  cases  of  infectious 
disease  v/ere  notified  and,  tuberculosis  excepted  (one  death),  there  were  no 
deaths  attributable  to  this  group.  The  two-year  periodicity  of  measles  is 
illustrated  by  the  fact  that  879  cases  were  notified  during  1965  and  only 
74  in  the  previous  year.  Other  notifications  included  encephalitis  -  1 
(following  measles),  scarlet  fever  -  23,  whooping  cough  -  5° 

Comparatively  few  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  -  six  in  all. 

Of  these,  four  comprised  a  family  outbreak  and  two  were  sporadic  cases. 
Salmonella  typhimurium  was  isolated  in  one  of  the  sporadic  cases;  it  was 
concluded  that  this  case  became  infected  during  a  holiday  tour.  No 
organisms  were  detected  in  the  other  instances.  The  food  in  the  family  out¬ 
break  was  presumably  prepared  and  consumed  at  home. 
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Facilities  for  immunization  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  w hooping  cough, 
tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  are  available  at  clinics  and  doctors'  surgeries . 
Information  obtained  from  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  indicates  that  the 
percentage  of  children  immunized  is  maintained  at  a  high  level*  Tuberculin 
testing  and  BCG-  vaccination  of  thirteen-year  olds  is  carried  out  at  the 
schools. 

During  the  visit  of  the  Mass  Z-r.ay  Unit  in  July  and  August  1965  there 
were  4*440  attendances.  Two  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  two  cases  of  lung 
cancer  were  detected. 

Since  1st  April  1965  this  Department  has  co-operated  in  health  matters 
with  the  Health  Department  of  the  County  of  Surrey.  Over  the  years  we 
enjoyed  a  happy  relationship  with  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  of 
Middlesex.  We  now  lock  forward  with  confidence  to  an  equally  happy  and 
effective  association  with  our  colleagues  in  Surrey.

Certificates  of  Vaccination : 

During  the  year  558  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  were  brought 
to  this  office  and  the  signature  of  the  doctor  authenticated. 

Smallpox  Consultation : 

The  opinion  of  a  Smallpox  Consultant  was  obtained  in  a  case  suffering 
from  a  suspicious  rash.  A  diagnosis  of  chickenpox  was  confirmed. 

Accoi  omodadd^ f  - : 

The  number  of  dwellings  in  the  District  in  1965  was  Hs98l.  In  addition 
approximately  350  caravans  were  in  use . 

Two  hundred  and  seventy- six  new  units  of  accommodation  were  erected  during 
the  year.  Further  housing  statistics  may  be  found  in  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  report  on  pages  21  and  22. 

Water  Supplies : 

(a)  Public  Water  Mains : 

The  District  is  supplied  by  the  following  Water  Companies: 

i.  Metropolitan  Water  Board, 

ii.  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company, 

iii.  Woking  and  District  Water  Company. 

Treatment  of  the  raw  supplies  from  the  River  Thames  includes  sedimentation, 
filtration  and  chlorination.  Chemical  and  bactei iological  tests  are  carried 
out  at  the  various  stages  of  treatment. 

The  supply  is  not  plumb o- solvent . 

All  the  dwellings  on  mains  receive  a  direct  supply  with  the  exception  of 
about  400  temporary  dwellings  (including  caravans)  which  are  supplied  from 
stand-pipes. 

Three  samples  from  stand-pipes  were  tested  bacteriologically  and  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

The  Chief  Officers  to  the  Water  Companies  state  that  the  average  natural 
fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  as  follows  :- 

Metropolitan  Water  Board 
South  West  Suburban  Water  Company 

Woking  and  District  Water  Company 

(b )  Shallow  Wells : 

Forty  caravans  and  other  homes  are  provided  from  shallow  wells. 
Bacteriological  tests  were  carried  out  on  nine  samples  from  four  w&lls  known  to 
be  sources  of  drinking  water.  The  coliform  count  report  indicated  that  one 
sample  was  at  the  time  "unsatisfactory”.  The  user  has  been  advised  that  the 
water  should  be  boiled  before  drinking.

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R  ef  u se  o  11  ectionand  Disposal : 

Refuse  is  taken  to  the  Charlton  Disposal  Plant  ¥/here  screening,  processing 
and  incineration  is  undertaken.  Final  disposal  is  carried  out  at  the  nearby 
gravel  pit.  The  Plant,  serving  the  Districts  of  Sunbury  and  Staines  and  the 
former  Borough  of  Twickenham,  was  managed  by  the  last  mentioned  Authority  until 
April,  1965 ^  when  the  management  passed  to  the  London  Borough  of  Richmond-upon- 
Thames,  acting  as  agents  of  the  Greater  London  Council,. 

From  time  to  time  this  Department  has  dealt  with  complaints  about  smells 
and  smoke  at  the  tipping  site.  Many  of  the  difficulties  are  attributable  to 
the  continual  increase  in  quantities  of  refuse  reaching  the  Plant.  In  the  past 
the  bulkier  type  of  refuse,  together  with  furniture,  was  being  burnt  at  the  tip¬ 
ping  ground  but,  following  representations  from  this  Council,  this  activity  no w 
takes  place  at  the  works  near  the  clinker  bays.

The  operation  of  an  incinerator  should  reduce 
nuisance  from  fires,  smoke  and  dust  and  promote  a  better  standard  of  maintenance 
at  the  disposal  ground - 


Sewerage : 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  sewered  in  connection  with  West 
Middlesex  Main  Drainage  Works.  Approximately  140  cesspools  are  in  use. 
Caravans  and  some  riverside  dwellings  are  provided  with  chemical  closets. 
Facilities  for  the  regular  emptying  of  cesspools  are  provided  by  the  Council. 

During  the  year  one  older  property  was  connected  to  the  sewer.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1965* 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  inspection  of  shops  and  offices 
under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1 963 3  which  came  into  full 
operation  during  the  year* 

The  Act  follows  closely  the  requirements  of  the  Factories  Act  and  includes 
provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation, 
lighting,  sanitary  conveniences,  washing  facilities,  drinking  water,  seats, 
safety  of  machinery,  first  aid  and  fire  precautions 0 

It  has  been  found  in  this  area  that  facilities  are  of  a  reasonable  standard 
and  although  it  has  been  necessary  to  serve  seventy -five  notices  in  respect  of 
the  premises  inspected,  the  contraventions  were  generally  of  a  minor  nature. 
Owners  and  occupiers  have,  in  the  main,  shown  a  willingness  to  co-operate  where 
improvements  have  been  required. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  has  continued  but  has  been  slightly 
restricted  due  to  the  emphasis  placed  upon  the  detailed  inspections  of  shops  and 
offices  o 

Two  dwellinghouses  were  represented  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957?  as  being 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  a  Clearance  Order  in  respect  of  a  group  of  five 
properties  was  confirmed. 

Eight  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  in  1965  from  slum-clearance 
properties  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  twenty  families  remained  to  be  rehoused 
from  properties  previously  represented  as  unfit.  Thirty-two  houses  which  had 
been  included  in  earlier  Clearance  Areas  were  demolished. 

Over  fourteen  thousand  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  one  private 
slaughterhouse  in  the  district.  This  again  was  a  reduction  in  numbers  compared 
with  the  previous  year  but  has  naturally  occupied  a  considerable  proportion  of 
your  inspectors’  time  in  the  carrying  out  of  detailed  inspection  of  carcases 
before  the  meat  is  released  for  sale. 

Statistics  and  details  of  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
are  contained  in  the  following  pages  of  the  report  and  I  would  like  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of  the  staff  of  the  department  and  to  ack¬ 
nowledge  the  support  given  to  mo  by  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
during  the  year.

Your  Operator  undertakes  the  destruction  of  wasps  nests  where  this  can  be 
accomplished  without  undue  personal  risk,  and  during  the  year  an  abnormally  high 
number  of  nests  (,107)  were  destroyed.

The  Council  have  authorised  a  firm  of  veterinary  surg®ons  to  carry  out 
inspections  of  premises  and  animals  under  the  Act. 

Three  licences  were  granted  in  1565  and  one  licence  was  refused. 

SCRAP  METAL  , DEALERS .. ACT ,  1964 . 

This  Act  also  came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1965,  and  provides  for  the 
registration  of  scrap  metal  dealers  with  the  local  authority  in  whose  area  they 
carry  on  business.  Re-registration  is  necessary  every  third  year. 

Your  public  health  inspectors  have  been  appointed  as  authorised  officers 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Act. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  eighteen  dealers  were  registered. 

REFUSE  TIPS 

The  Council’s  pov/er  to  grant  consents  to  deposit  refuse  in  gravel  pits  in 
the  District  has  existed  for  many  years  under  the  Middlesex  County  Council  Acts 
1944  and  1950- 

On  1st  April,  1965?  at  which  time  the  Sunbury  Urban  District  became  part 
of  the  County  of  Surrey,  this  power  was  transferred  to  the  Surrey  County 
Council  Act,  1931- 

Consents  were  granted  in  respect  of  six  pits  and  conditions  were  imposed 
similar  to  these  formerly  imposed  in  consents  given  under  the  Middlesex  County 
Council  Acts.  The  conditions  relate,  inter  alia,  to  the  type  and  quantity  of 
filling  material,  the  method  of  filling  and  final  covering,  the  taking  of  water 
samples  and  the  prevention  of  nuisance. 

Filling  took  place  at  four  tips  during  the  year  and  frequent  inspections 
were  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  consent. 
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INSPECTION  AMD  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD 

Pood  Premises 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-eight  visits  were  made  to  Pood  premises  and  twenty- 
three  notices  were  served  where  contraventions  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  were 
found »

nineteen  complaints  were  received  from  residents  regarding  unsound  or 
suspicious  foodo 

In  three  instances  food  had  been  purchased  from  shops  in  neighbouring 
districts  and  these  cases  were  referred  to  the  appropriate  Public  Health 
departments  for  investigation . 

Three  complaints  were  referred  to  the  Public  Control  department  of  the 
County  Council  and  in  one  instance  formal  proceedings  were  taken  against  a 
dairy  for  selling  milk  in  a  dirty  bottle.  A  fine  of  £10  was  imposed. 

The  remaining  thirteen  cases  were  fully  investigated  by  your  inspectors 
but  in  no  instance  was  it  necessary  to  seek  authority  to  take  formal  action 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955*

Milk  and  Dairies : 

The  Council  are  required  under  Part  III  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (G-eneral) 
Regulations,  1959,  to  maintain  a  register  of  dairies  and  distributors  of  milk. 

Fourteen  distributors  are  registered. 

There  are  no  dairies. 

The  Surrey  County  Council,  as  food  and  drugs  authority,  are  responsible 
for  the  issue  of  dealers'  licences  under  the  Milk  Special  Designation) 
Regulations,  1960/63- 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  your  public  health  inspectors 
carry  out  milk  sampling  work  and  reports  are  provided  monthly  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer. 

Thirty  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  were  found  to  satisfy 
the  tests  prescribed  by  the  Regulations. 


Meat  Inspection: 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  (14,306)  was  less  than  in  1964  (16,426) 


Your  inspectors  carried  out  detailed  inspection  of  all  carcases  before 
the  meat  was  released  for  sale  and,  where  appropriate,  the  carcases  were 
stamped  as  required  by  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963- 


A  charge  was  made  upon  the  slaughterhouse  occupier  for  the  meat  inspection 
service  and  the  Council  received  an  income  of  £518-  18.  3d  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1965-

On  several  occasions  inspectors  were  called  to  examine  quantities  of 
packeted  food  which  had  become  defrosted  as  a  result  of  mechanical  break¬ 
down  of  refrigerated  cabinets  in  grocers'  shops<=  The  food  was  rarely 
found  to  be  unsound  but  had  lost  its  saleability  due  to  the  rise  in 
temperature o  In  these  cases  the  food  was  surrendered  by  the  retailer  for 
destruction,,  and  a  total  of  1,877  packages  of  various  food  were  destroyed. 

Two  consignments  of  imported  concentrated  fruit  juice  were  examined 
at  the  request  of  the  importers  and  it  was  found  that  severe  rusting  of 
cans  had  taken  place  due  to  imperfect  tinning  of  the  metal „  Approximately 
1,84-0  gallons  of  concentrate  were  surrendered  for  destruction*
